Defence Corps ia to be 
reorganised eo that men will be 
drafted into it ta do emergency 
duties not necessarily actaal 
Defence Corps work, was given 
by HE. the Officar Administer- 
ing the Government (Hon. Mr. 
J Ciand Severo, C-M.G.) at the 
‘Janoual distribution of prizes in 
connection with the Corps last 
avening. In the course cf bis 
speech, His Excellence said 
he trusted that durngs 
the coming year they would see a 
large accession ef members to the 
Corps, coupled with a very high 
standard of efficiency which, be 
waa sure, they must all feel. was 
desirable at the present time in 
the Celony, The actual work 
which they were called upon to 
do was very small, but there were 
now s¢ many men inthe Colony 
thoroughiy trained who had had 
actual experience in the hardest 
poasible school that he thoaght the 
feast they could do was to jin 
the Corps and be prepared to do 
their bit when occasion demanded. 
“I may say arrangements have 
been made,” His Excellency con-

Jn 
addition $5,496.50 fees were re 
mitted to free scholars ($4,781.00 
in 1920). _ 

In all there were 35,232 pupils 
attending the Colony’s schools, an 
increase of 6,575 over 1920. The 
Census shows that ths children of 
school xge in the Colony number 
155,427, so that only 23-per cent. 
go to school. These Census 
figures, however, include the float- 
ing. popolation and the New 
Territoriea. The repart says: ‘ 

“Excluding the foating popali 
tion, the Chinese dors in 
Hongkesg and.RKowlon between 
the-ages of six and sixteen number 
33,9388. Of these, 11.789 are in 
Vernacular schools and at least 
6,600 in English schools or 17.789 
altogether. But it is certain that 
the average child do23 not remain 
at school for as long as 11 years, 
ie. from the sixth to the sixteenth 
year.

HONGKONG EDUCATION. 


The question of the education 
of European children in this 
Colony is one whose importanc 
is equalled by the difficulsies 
attendant on it. In looking over 
$ the annual report by the Director 
3 of Education we were strack by 
some of his references to the 
Kowloon School, which, ss is 
known, is one of the three schools 
set aside for children of European 
parentage. We are told that this 
institution has many inherent 
difficulties, 2nd amongst ‘those 
mentioned is the fact thet of 
twenty-six pupils who sat for the 
University examinations, all bat 
six had been at-the school less 
than two years. Another circum- 
stance noted is that sometimes 8 
child would go Home for a year 
and drop all bis work during that 
time-—"no-ons perhaps is to 
blame, but the results are, sad- 
dening.” 

This leads op to = test which 
the. Director of Education made 
for the purposes of comparison. 
He had an essay written by. the 
classes prepariag for the Junior 
Local at Kowloon Schoo! and at 


Abb abad 


and another for Portuguese girls. 
What was the result? The 
Kowloon School was inferior to 
the two others in all respects, 
the subject matter being com- 
position, writing and spelling. 
The question is naturally raised, 
to put it in the words of 
the Director of Education, 
“whether there are just grounds 
fOr the disconcerting suggestion 
that Britigh children in tho Far. 
East aro so handicapped by en- 
vironment and . circumstances 


i would 


plain the trouble. The reasons 
go deeper than that. Interrup- 
tion of-education by- Homegoing 


‘is one factor. Another—and may 


be the biggest of all—is that the 
general enviroment of European 
children in Hongkong is not con- 
ducive to serious scholastic work, 
There are not by any means the 
same parental or other restraints 
on children here that there are at 
Home, and we foar that, in the 
main, European juveniles in this 
Colony develop avery “ maskea” 
spirit go far as self-improvement 
is concerned. So wo fear that 
however efficient our teaching 
ataffa may be, there will always 
be . these larger underlying 
difficulties to contend ‘vith. The 
conclusion is thet, for educa- 
tional purposes, Home is the 
best place for our Europeao 
children.

The position is that, while there 
are indications of enormous 
resources, nobody knows 
with aby approach to 
exactitude what they amount to, 
because, owing to the absence 
of a thorough «survey, the 
data is so limited. Conjectures 
in reletion to coal supplies, 
for instance, show e& disparity 
that defies adjustment. Some 
leading Chinese commercial 
men have entered « protest 
against abolition, urging that it 
would be wiser to extend the 
Bureau's activities, and this 
sounds like the voice of reason.

Newman's Superiority over 

his Rivals. : 

The brillisnt victory gained by 
Newman was generally anticipat- 
ed, and there can he no doubt 
whateverthat Newmaais entitled 
to ba the champion of the same, 
writes a special correspondent 
in the UVbwreer, The  ab- 
sence of such a very fine all- 
round expanent as Smith to some 
extent may have robbed the event 
of some ofits real value as a test, 
but Newman's form throughout 
the season has been so remark- 
able that even had’ Smith com- 
peted it is very doubtful whether 
ha would have prevented his 
younger rival from retaining the 
title he earned the previous sea- 
son. In fact, there are good 
judges who maintain thet New- 
man ig the finest player the game 
has ever produced, and while this 
may be an impossible contention 
to actually prove, there saems to 
be justification for such a view 
being held. 

At leas: it may be said that the 
standard of skill is higher now 
than it ever has been, but in 
msking such a contention it 
most be borne in mind 
that the playing conditions, while 
more dificult in one way, are 
easier in.another, -by reason of 
the high state of perfection of the 
various appliances employed. 
The present champion is such a 

_ young man that there does not 
seem to be any reason why he 
should not contisue to Hold the 
championsbip for” ¢ number of 
years, unless a player of the 
quality of Smith is able to 
defeat him in the course of 
the next season or two. OF 
coming players there are very 
few, thouzb there seems to be de- 
cided possibilities about the young 
Chesterfield professional, J. Davis, 
-who, however, will not be good 
enough to mest the pre-ent- 
day leading exponents on level 
terms for same time fo come. 

AW HIBTORIOAL GAME. — 

.. The last championship’ final’ 

oerteinly added to the history of 


the game, not only by reason 
of Newman's comparatively easy. 
success, but on acconnt of Fal- 
kiner’s very remarkable displays. 
For sheer brilliance. it may be 
doubted whether quite the equal 
of Falkiner bas ever been seen, 
but brilliance does not necessarily 
help with a-championship. The 
very meritorious recovery made 
by Falkiner, when for the first half 
of the match he had been falling 
further and further behind, was 
a: least a very fine tribute to his 
recoperative powers and also to 
bis temperament. For any player 
to have doue so well after such a 
poor start was obvious evidence 
that be possesses the right tem- 
perament for big matches. But 
so does Newman to quite the 
same degree, and the present 
bolder of the title is so con- 
sistently good in every branch of 
the game that he must be rec- 
koned to be the more difficule 
player of the two to defeat. 

While the serious competitive 
season may ba said to come to a
